Loon Lake residents against tax

It was thought that most of the residents 
living around East and West Loon Lakes 



in Antioch Twp. were in favor of the 
creation of the Special Service Area 8 to 
raise monies through special assessments 
for the cleanup of the lakes. 
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Proposed Special Service Area No. 8 
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At first, it appeared that that the biggest 
opposition to Lake County's creation of 
this taxing district could be found in the 
Eagles Nest subdivision. Residents and 
the developer of the subdivision claim 
tliey have no lake rights and should not be 
assessed for living near two lakes they are 
separated from by Rte. 83. 

But the county says that the subdivi- 
sion is in the water shed, sending fertilizer 
from its soil into the lakes. 

If such drainage makes homeowners 
responsible for the cleanup of the takes, 
unconfirmed reports have drainage and 
sewage going into Deep Lake in Lake 
Villa Twp. and eventually ending up in 
the Loon Lakes after running from lake to 
lake through channels. 

Since the only way to stop this service 
area's implementation is to get a petition 
signed by 51 percent of the property 
owners in the area and 51 percent of the 
registered voters in the area and file it with 
the county clerk's office by the end of 
March, the petition is being passed. 

According to Loon Lakes' resident Ed- 
mund Roberts, one of the members of the 
12 homeowners' associations in the area 
who is working on gathering signatures 
for the petition, most of the people he has 
contacted in the Laguna area are against 
the service area. 

"We're still paying for the weed har- 
vester," adds Roberts. 

" I think we will get the necessary signa- 
tures in time, but the county has made 
this as difficult as possible. Much of this 
property is owned by absentee landlords 
who are hard to get in touch with." 

Absentee landlords must have signa- 
tures on the petition sent through the 
mail notarized. He added that the signature 
of both husband and wife can be signed 
once for each lot they own. Many people 
own a multitude of lots. 

According to Nick Tiester, the Loon 
Lakes resident who spearheaded the pur- 
chase of a weed harvester to clean the 
lakes up a few years ago and who also 
went to the county and got the taxing dis- 
trict idea started, many are for the service

In response to "Pupils 
Know More For Less," it 
certainly looks rosy from 
Dr. Skidmore's side of the 
fence; but keeping that low 
cost per pupil and better 
grades has come through 
sacrifices and hard work 
made by the involved 
communities and their 
families. 

Two years ago the 
administration cried too 
poor - can't hire more 
teachers. So, to keep our 
schools going, the 
community sacrificed their 
neighborhood kindergarten 
through five schools, the 
children endure long bus 
rides and had to acclimate 
to new people and 
surroundings. 



Teachers had to pack up 
and leave their rooms 
(some even their grade 
levels), libraries had to 
switch books with each 
other (some still not in 
appropriate grade levels), 
and families have siblings 
scattered throughout 
various buildings and time 
slots. 

Now, less than two years 
later, the schools will be 
spending $105,000 per year 
on two counselors and one 
assistant superintendent. I 
don't know exactly how 
much teachers are paid, but 
at $20,000 a year that 
would be at least five new 
full-time teachers for the 
children. Am I wrong in 
feeling that our community 
has been "used"?

Lake County senior 
citizens who are having 
trouble paying their real 
estate taxes may defer all or 
part of their taxes on their 
personal residence if they 
qualify under a 1984 law. 

Lake County Treasurer 
Jack Anderson explained the - 
deferral is a loan by the 
state with a 6 percent 
interest rate to be repaid 
after the death of the 
taxpayer or at the time the 
property is sold 

To qualify a person must 
be 65 years old or older by 
June 1, 1990; have a total 
income of $14,000 or less; 
have owned a home in 
Illinois for at least three 
years; and must own the 
property which must be 
used exclusively for 
residential purposes. 

Also, all previous years' 
real estate taxes must be 
paid and the property may 
not be income property. 
The total amount of the 
deferred tax may not exceed 
80 percent of the taxpayer's 
equity in the property. 

Forms for applications for 
the deferred tax program are 
available at Anderson's 
office in the Lake County 
Administration Building in 
Waukegan. Deadline for 
filing for the tax deferral is 
March 1.

Growth takes its toll 









Lake County experienced major growih 
during the 1980s. On the surface, growih 
is a positive trend, but the underlying 
effects are starting to take a toll on the 
school districts which educate our 
children. 

These underlying effects surfaced most 
recently when the Round Lake Unit 
School Dist 116 Board of Education 
approved almost $500,000 in budget cuts 
last week in an effort to dig itself out of a 
financial hole. 

If (here is a positive side to this, it is the 
board's ability to avoid slicing any of the 
district's programs or services. For every 
positive, however, there is a negative. The 
bad part is the fact that the Round Lake 
Area is a bedroom community and there 
isn't a sufficient tax base to support the 
district financially. 

Supt. Cliff Houghton said Round Lake 
is one of the few districts in Illinois that 
rely on so heavily on state aid. The fact 
that almost 75 percent of the district's 
education fund was financed by state aid 
and only 19 percent by local tax revenue 
is a serious problem in itself. 

Enrollments keep climbing and officials 
really don't sec light at the end of the 
tunnel. Houghton said if the district 
doesn't do anything to improve its 
situation, he can foresee a $9 million 



deficit by 1992. . 

The district has already failed twice in its 
bid to increase the building and education 
funds. Residents will once again be asked 
to approve a 75-ccnt increase in the 
education fund this fall. 

This problem not only exists in Round 
Lake, but in other areas as well, Gurncc, 
Woodland, Grayslakc and Lotus school 
districts also have failed to gain support 
from their respective communities at the 
polls to help case the financial squeeze. 

Gurncc Dist. 56, Grayslakc Dist. 46 and 
Lotus Dist. 10 will try it again this 
spring with refcrendums on the ballot 

These districts, along with Round Lake, 
arc banking their futures on the passage of 
these refcrendums. If they fail again, 
voters will cheat their children out of the 
education they deserve. 

It will only be a matter of time before 
programs and curriculum are cut if these 
schools don't get the help they so 
desperately need. Our children of today 
will be the leaders of tomorrow. Let's start 
sacrificing a few tax dollars. 

It's time to start thinking about the 
future instead of today. Perhaps if we had 
done that several years ago, our 
educational system wouldn't be suffering 
like it is today. 



Another cross to bear 



Those atheists have done it again. The 
Buffalo Grove-based American Atheists 
Assn. has won a federal lawsuit claiming 
the Zion city seal is unconstitutional. It 
includes religious symbols.

campaign committee and the Liberty villc- 
based Taxpayers for Good Government 

The headquarters is the same location 
used by the Taxpayers for Good Govern- 
ment when its hand-picked candidate, 
Ralph Swank Jr., defeated long-time in- 
cumbent Libertyvillc Twp. Sup. F.T. 
"Mike" Graham last March. It is the fi- 
nancial strength of this organization and 
its avowed interest in defeating him again 
that prevented Graham from running this 
spring for re-election to the County Board. 

Taxpayers for Good Government is 
supported, in part, by the development 
interests. This alliance is aimed at defeat- 
ing the open-space advocates on the 
County Board. 

To have the Republican Party of Lake 
County accept this type of support 
smacks of more than politics. Six weeks 

from now voters will pick candidates for 
the November election. 

Taxpayers for Good Government have 
a vested interest in this election, particu- 
larly in the Dist 5 County Board race, 
where it tasted success last March. It was 
evident at that time money buys elections. 

All of which points to a growing force 
in west Lake County. Under such finan- 
cial pressure can the Republican Party of 
Lake County remain the party of Lincoln?

No one wants to 

help me. Seven letters were delivered, 

where are the other 10. 

I went back to the Lake Villa Post 
Office Jan. 31, 1990 and asked what 
progress was made in locating the 10 
letters?

After a tiring day at the office, the 
Super Mom comes home to do more 
work. She cooks dinner, loads the laundry 
helps kids with homework and runs au 
errand. 

Taking on multiple roles as wife, 
mother and professional leaves a woman 
juggling her time and usually putting 
herself last. This causes much physical 
and/or emotional stress, burnout and worst 
of all - depression. 

For the 1990's, the question is not, "Can 
I do it all?" but rather, "Do I have to do it 
all?" The Super Mom is finally beginning 
to realize she cannot do it all. More 
women are restructuring their roles with 
the thought, "I can have it all — just not 
all at the same time." 

In the 1970's, women made strides fast, 
when the corporate and manager woman 
emerged. But that wasn't good enough. 
"We had to be a wife, mother and have a 
career in the 1990's," said Cynthia 
Kivland, health education coordinator at 
the Center for Women's Health Care, 
Crystal Lake. Kivland recently spoke to 
women at a seminar titled, "You Don't 
Have To Be Perfect." 

"In the 90's," Kivland stated, "all that 
rapid change is starting to catch up.. .we 
didn't stop to think how the (multiple 
roles would affect us). I'm finding a lot of 
women want to drop out." 

Many women physically cannot 
continue to keep the superwoman role and 
are willing to give somewhere. Some 
women switched to part-time work, while 
others put their careers on hold for a few 
years to raise their children. 

Ann Cocks, of Libertyville, has stayed 



home as a freelance copywriter since her 
oldest of two children was bom three years 
ago. 

Although she'd rather work in an office 
two days a week, she can stay home and 
write ad copy and earn money. 

"I feel comfortable at home and don't feel 
guilty. Freelancing gives me a connection 
to the professional world. I feel good after 
I've finished a job," Cocks said. 

Pam Lowenstein, of Lincolnshire, 
returned to work as an attorney after her 
first child was bom. However, her long 
hours and traveling were too hectic. 

"With kids at home, you cannot 
collapse at night or on weekends because 
they want and should have your time,"

children. It mentioned she will bum her 
resume' and memorize all four Teenage 
Mutant Ninja Turtles. Instead of idolizing 
Murphy Brown, she will look up to 
Wilma Flintstone. 

"No way," says University of Illinois 
sociology professor Barbara Reskin. 

She said there is no indication the trend 
of women in the workplace will decrease. 
In fact, more will continue to enter the

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Lowenstein added. 

She asked to work part-time, but her 
company's part-time policy did not fit her 
needs. It stated she must work four days a 
week and be available on the fifth day, if 
needed. 

Both women joined a nation-wide 
support group, FEMALE, which stands 
for Formerly Employed Mothers At Loose 
Ends. The group provides companionship 
and support for women who put their 
careers on hold to raise a family. It 
stresses sequencing their roles, instead of 
trying to do it all at once. 
"I had to decide to either look for another 
job or leave the workforce. It was a hard 
decision because I invested a lot in my 
career as a lawyer," Lowenstein added. 

A women's magazine feature alluded to 
women's desire to return to the 
home maker role of the 1950s, where she 
delves into pleasing her husband and 



workforce based on economic need and 
societal status. 

According to "Workforce 2000," by 
William B. Johnston and Arnold H. 
Packer, about 61 percent of all women of 
working age arc expected to have jobs by 
the year 2000. Demands for day care and 
for more time off from work for 
pregnancy leave and child-rearing duties 
will increase, as will interest in part-time, 
flexible and stay-at-home jobs. 

"There is clear evidence that the 
workplace increases woman's 
psychological and emotional well-being, 
even though working fulltime introduces 
stress because of two jobs, career and 
homemakingAnotherhood." 

But women would rather tolerate the 
frazzled nerves on a Friday afternoon than 

to stay home for unpaid domestic work, 
she said. 



Tor many women, the earning power is 
too important," she said. 

One woman at the Crystal Lake seminar 
said she went back to work to avoid being 
used by her neighbors. 

"I was tired of raising other people. 
People dropped their kids off at my house 
because they knew I was home all day. I 
started resenting it" 

Kivland suggested women need to assert 
themselves at home as well as at the 
office. 

"We went bacic to work to avoid being 
used, but we keep being used," she said. 

Reskin said support groups for stay-at- 
home moms, like FEMALE, are only a 
novelty. 

"We're on a trend that's irreversible. 
Increasingly, more women will work 
outside the home. Given the rising divorce 
rate and the decrease in men's earnings, 
women cannot economically afford to stay 
home," she added. 

Another force driving women into the 
workplace is the shrinking supply of 
people entering the workplace because of 
the baby bust, she added. Also, an increase 
in proposed child care legislation would 
partly relieve women in their search for 
quality day care. 

"Employers would need to tempt women 
into the workplace. By the year 2,000, 
white males will make up only 30 percent 
of the labor force,' 1 Reskin noted. 

In some families, women are trying tc 
do it all, just not all at once," said Shirley 
Beckett, therapist, Family Service Agency 
of Northern Lake County. 

In her practice, she sees women who 
stay home four to six months after a 
baby's born and then go back to work — 
but may seek part-time or job sharing, \

Other people have eyelid and eyebrow surgery to correct scars or damage caused 
by injuries or birth defects, to remove eyelid tumors, to assure Ihe fit of an artificial 
eye or to accommodate changes in the shape of the eye and eye bd due to conditions 
such as thyroid disease. People considering surgery on eyelids, eyebrows and on 
tissues near the eye should first consult with an ophthalmic plastic surgeon.

Fresh shrimp, sea scallops and fish arc comgincd in this 
light, creamy seafood lasagne. 

Serve it with hot, crusty French bread and chilled lettuce 
vinaigrette salad, perfect for buffet entertaining. 
1/2 lb. lasagne noodles 1 tbl. oil 

% (10 3/4- oz.) cans of shrimp soup 
I S oz. shrimp, uncooked, shelled 
and coarsely chopped 
8 oz. sea scallops, uncooked and slided thin 
1/2 lb; fish fillet, bonelsss and skin-less; 

cut Into 1-inch pieces 
1 16- oz. carton cream -style cottage cheese 
1 8-oz. pkg. cream cheese 

1 Ig. onion, chopped 1/2 C. milk 

2 tsp. basil, dried and crushed 

1 tsp. salt 1 egg 

\ 1/2 tsp. freshly ground pepper 
12 spinach leaves, fresh 

2 C. mozzarella cheese, grated 
Parsley, fresh and chopped 

Cook noodles in boiling water with added oil until tender. 
Drain and set aside. Combine soup, milk, fresh shrimp, 
scallops, and fish in a saucepan. Gently heat and stir until 
th eseafood is barely cooked; set aside. In another bowl, 
blend cottage and cream cheeses with onion, basil, egg, salt 
and pepper. Line botton of greased 9" x 13" baking dish 
with a single layer of noodles. Top with 1/2 cheese 
mixture, all the seafood mixture and 1/2 of th spinachc 
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leaves. Then, add rcminaing noodles, cheese mixture and the 
spinach leaves.

1 tsp. intant chicken bouillon granules 

1/2 C. shredded Swiss cheese 

1/4 C. grated parmesan cheese 

1/2 lb. fresh, shelled, cooked shrimp 

18 spears fresh asparagus, cooked 
and cut into 1-lnch pieces 

1 C. fresh mushrooms, sliced 
Cook the pasta, drain and keep warm. 
In a medium saucepan, melt butter and blend in the flour 
and chicken bouillon granules. Cook until smooth and 
bubbly. Add the milk gradually and cook until mixture 
boils and thickens. Add cheese and continue to stir. Stir in 
shrimp, asparagus and mushrooms; cook until thoroughly 
heated. Serve over heated cooked pasta. Sprinkle with 
chopped fresh parsley and pass the Parmesan cheese. This 
serves 4.
